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An Enquiry into the Queſtion '* N 
| Where the Swarrow, the NigatixcaLy, the | 
Woovpcocx, FEI Drake. Cucxow, and other 
Birds of Paſſage reſide, when Abſent from us. N 
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'F any one ſhould eſteem this Enquiry as à Thing 
of little or no Conſequence; it may be anfeereü char: 
- there are many Things in Nature very inconſiderable 
in themſelves, and yet are of great Importance, when their 
Uſe and End come to be better known. For Example 
An Eclipſe in it ſelf is a meer Nothing only a Shadow, & 
yet the Knowledge of it gives the greateſt Lights to 4ftronomy, © 
to meaſure the vaſt. Magrnitudes & Motions of the Heavenly Orby. 
This being premiſed, we'll proceed in our Enquiry as follows. 
The Syſtem of Copernicus being now the moſt generally ro- 
eeived as true, viz. That the Moon's Body (ar alſo the other u 
Planets) is of à Compoſition like our Earth, but not fo big: 
And has in it Fields, Woods, Rivers, & Seat. And alſo an 
Atmoſphere of Air & Clowns about it, juſt as is about our Eart#, 
By Conſequence has a ſufficient Habitati on for any Fomts 
that may arrive thither, in caſe they do but arrive, and which 
is the Thing now to be enquired into. And” 
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And in which our Enquiry, it ſhall be eſtabliſhed for a 

Principle, that That i the moſt True, which is the eaſieſt deducible 

from Obſervation and Experience. This Syſtem of Copernicus being 

hus received as to be depended on, an Anſwer to our pre- 

ſent Queſtion is, that The Swallow, the Nightingale, the Woodcock 
Fieldfare, Redſtart, Cuckow, Stork, and other Fowls of Paſſage 
that appear with us only at certain Seaſoni, do 5 and repaſs be- 
tween this dur World anid'#he Moon, which is the neareſt to 1s of all 
the Planets. To prove which we will ficſt conſider, that 

If theſe Birds did during their Abſence, reſide any where 
in This dor Earth, ac ſome time or another the Place would 
have been diſcovered,” which neveg was known yet done. 
There have been indeed Stories of Swallows lying in Holes 
in the Bottoms of Rivers, and in the Clifts of Rocks near the 
Sea, and of Cxckows found in the Winter-time in hollow 

Trees, but who ever yet ſaw any Number of them? 

If any Om of theſe Birds may have been found, it poſſibly 
might be, that perhaps the Creature was ſick or wounded at 
the Time he ſhould have been gone, and fo perhaps was left 
behind his Companions, it not having been able to follow em. 

Again, Others tell us of a Heldfare or two found in deſo- 
late Moores and Northern Parts, but whst is all this to the 
Multitudes we have of theſe and other Birds of Paſſage in 
their Seaſons which come in ſuch mighty Flocks to us? 

And which Coming is ſo ſudden, that ir is juſt as if they 
Dropt Down upon us from Above: In Woodcocks eſpecially, tis 
remarkable that about the End of October, they will ſeem 
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to have come ALL in one Night: NS 
For altho the Day before not one of them was to be ſeen, 
yet next Morning they will appear almoſt in every Wood. 
Nor is it perceived that they are in any one Side or 
Part of a Country tooner than in another, but are as it were 
| ſprinkled all over a Country in one Night's Time, 
There is an Account of one ſingle Bird that in his Paf. 
ſage rambled too far out of his Way from his Companions : 
The Story is this. —A Ship out at Sea much farther from 
Land than any Birds uſed to be found, diſcovered a Bird aloft 
in the Air, hovering over them as high as they could diſcern ; 
Which Bird deſcended towards them, & made diverſe 
Round? over the Veſſel, and at laſt lighted on the Deck, & 
it was. a Woodcock, ſo wearied that they took it up with their 
Hands, and the Maſter of the Veſlel aflerred, that it came 
not from 8 Coaſt, but ſtrait Downrig bi from ABOVE. 
As to the Flying of theſe Birds, 'tis manifeſt that thoſe 
of them that take up their Abode when they come amongſt 
us near the Sea-ſhoar, do never when diſturbed offer to- 
wards the Sea, but ſhelter themſelygs again as ſoon as they 
can ſomewhere on the Land.. From 
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From whence we may very well conchude that they never 


came ' from any Part of This Earth that lies beyond Our 
Seas, for they would never venture all at once over any 


Sea or great Breadth of Water, which they muſt do, ſhould 


they come from any Parts beyond Our Seas, to come to us. 


All which puts it beyond diſpute that they come on 
from ſomewhere ABOVE. As to the Fieldfare alſo, tis ob- 
ſerved the ſame as of the Wordcock, that they ſhun the Seas: 
Or elſe why do they not better ſhift jor themſelves in 
a very cold Seaſon, by getting over to France, Spain, or 
ether warmer Countries, rather than ſtarve here, as Multi- 
tudes of them do in deep Snows and exceſſive hard Froſts. 
From whence it plainly appears that they are no 
Beyond Ses Birds, nor never came into this Iſland from any 
other Part of This Our Earth, but that they come DOWN 
directly upon us when our Climate agrees to them as they 
view and perceive it above in the Outſide of Our 4tmeſphere. 
The Swallow, Cuckow, Swift, Marten, Nightingale, Stork, and 
other Summer Birds make but very ſhorr Flights and always 


ſhun the Seas, tho the Swallow, the Swifr, and the Marten, 


ſometimes indeed for to take Flies or to Drink, do dip & 
play over the freſh Waters, but NEVER go far on the 
Sea, which plainly ſhews them to be no Beyond. Sea Birgs. 

Again, The Swallow, the Stork, the Swift, & Martin, about 
the Time of their Departure gather together in Flocks, and 
make a very chearful and chattering Noiſe before they 
take tkeir farewell, and Fly very High, but are NEVER 


ſeen to take to the Sea: Nor can it be imagined' that they 


are in any lurking Holes to ſleep & hide themſelves in 
For then they ſhou'd be more Dull, Melancholy & Droop- 
ing towards their going thus to ſleep, whereas their Chear. 
fulneſs, Chattering, and 'Singing rather ſeems to intimate 
that they have ſome great Deſign and attempt to ſet upon, 
and which is to get and ſoar UP above Our Atmoſpbere - 
And fo to Fly UP to ſome other Earthy Body, or World, 
which of all the Planets muſt be the Moon, it being the 
neareſt to them, and Firſt Other World they CAN arrive at. 
But there is one Obſervation, which fully proves the 
preſent Opinion, and that is, the Proceeding of the 
Stork, a plentiful Bird every Summer in Holland, breeding on 
the Tops of moſt of the Chimneys in all the Towns there. 
Theſe Birds when they have bred, and their Young fully

their Departure draws nigh; they all of them to a Bird (as 
is ſo well known to the Inhabitants, that no Notice is taken 
of them, but they paſs as yearly Viſiters coming and going)

The Latin Text has it Ciconia IN Celis, The Stork IN the 
Heavens: What we are to take Notice of is the Difference 
between the Wor Is IN che Heavens, and OF the Heavens. 
Now whenever in the Scripture mention is made of other 
Birds with relation to cbe Heavens, they are always called 
Foml: OF the Heavens: And only theſe Fowls of Paſſage are 
ſaid to be IN he Heawens, when they know their Times of 
coming to us, which is not ſaid of any other Birds, the 
Expreſſion IN the Heavens, being only aſcribed in Scripture 
to thoſe Things that have a Being quite out of Our Earth. 
b Now Fowls that are ſaid to be OF rhe Heavens, are ſuch 
as fly only about jo that Part of or Air Up Above, which 
we commonly and erally, call the Heavens. 
The Sum of all which is, that the Stork and the Swallow, 
are in their Abſence ſaid to be IN che Heavens, becauſe 
they are not in any other Part of THIS OUR Earth: 
As to the Seaſons for theſe Fowls coming DOWN to us, 
they Know as the Scripture ſays, their appointed Times of Com- 
ing to us, and going UP from us; So that when theſe Seafong 
come, they have an Inſtin or implanted Natural Faculty, 
whereby they take Notice of the Changes of the Air whets 
they are, or the Alteration or Abatement of their daily 
Food, as for Example the Nightingale & Swallow find Here the 
Abatement of Flies, & other Inſe&s they live upon about 
 OFober, and begins to be plentiful Here again in April.

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Aggin, as all Gravity or Weight is from the Magnetiſomor A. 
traFion of the Earth, (without which'a Buſhel of Lead would 
not be Heavier than n Handful of Fearhers) then, the higher 

the Bird goes, the leſs is ſtill its Weight, & by conſequence 
che more Eaſy the progreflive Motion of the Bird, having no 


Impediment from its own Weight to hinder it. 
For then the Bird employing none of 45 Strength to bear 
up its Weight, it uſes its WHOLE. 1 in its Pro- 
motion forwards, 'whither by Inſtinct it tends. And again, 
The Air between the TWO Armoſpheres is thin, and 
makes no manner of Reſiftance to the Wing: 580 that 
The whole Strength of the Bird is reſerved only for its 
Progreſſive Motion, which thereby is infigitely Swift. 
"hus a Horſe, for Example, in Running. is hindred b 
the Reſiſtance and Pulſion of the Air; the Bird has no ſuch 
thick Air to ruſh and puſh again}, and by 'Confequence, 
how ane ſwift may they not move forward?
